The Starburn Mine, being worked 
on a co-operative plan, is the storm 
center of the trouble. Union offi- 
cers have condemned the co-opera- 
tive plan, declaring it to be in vio- 
lation of the agreement between the 
operators and the United Mine 
Workers. 

Rex Bridewell, Prosecuting At- 
torney, made a formal request for 
troops. following the bombings and 
the clash at the Starburn Mine dur- 
ing which stones were thrown and 
two shots were fired. No one was 
reported seriously injured. 

The houses bombed here are 
those of Charles Fox and Roscoe 
White, both of whom have been 
working in co-operative mines. 
Both were damaged, but the occu- 
pants suffered no injury. 

The disorder at the Starburn 
Mine, near Shelburn, about 10 miles 
north of here, occurred when coun- 
ty officers were escorting about 100 
miners from their homes to the 
shaft.

“I am, therefore, notifying you 
that I am still a member of the 
Federal Trade Commission and am 
ready and willing to exercise the 
powers and functions of my said 
office. 

“Should the commission decide to 
deny my said rights, then I ask 
that such action be made of record 
and . statement of the reasons f 
such actions be made.” a 
It was clear that he intended to 
make a legal fight to retain his of- 
fice. The next step probably will 
be for him to sue for his salary, 
and on refusal of the salary to seek 
further action in the courts.

WAGNER ADMITS 
NRA WAGE CODES 
MUST BE REVISED 


Additional Improvement 


Necessary to Keep Step 
With Production, He 
Tells A. F. of L. | 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Addi- 
tional improvement of wage and 


hour conditions in behalf of work- 
ers will be a necessity under all 
NRA codes, Senator Robert F. 
Wagner, chairman of the National 
Labor Board, today told delegates 
to the American Federation of La- 
bor Convention. 

“The satisfactory adjustment of 
wages is the central economic 
problem of today,” ne said. “They 
must be paid in sufficient volume 
to absorb the full plan capacities of 
industries. We have merely 
scratched the surface of this prob- 
lem. 

“Pay rolls are still 48 per cent be- 
low the 1926 level. They have 
lagged so far behind industrial ac- 
tivity that production, which rose 
65 per cent from April to August, 
lost one-third of this gain in the 
single month following. 

Wagner appealed to the conven- 
tion to arbitrate first and use 
strikes “only as the very last re- 
sort.” 


“It is tragic,” Wagner said, “that 
workers who have endured s0 
patiently during years of unalloyed 
misfortune should resort so largely 
to extreme methods after revival 
has begun, and when further re- 
vival depends upon the success of 
the program for co-operation. 

“The strike as a first resort is 
not prohibited by law; it is banned 
by common senge. 


“The crucial point is that the 
strike is never more than a pro- 
test. It has not constructive force. 
It* creates hundreds of new prob- 
lems but cannot solve a single one. 

“Where reconciliation seems im- 
possible, disputes should be taken 
to the various agencies which the 
Government has set up for the set- 
tlement of industria! disputes.” 


As one of these agencies, he 
enumerated the National Labor 
Board, saying that it “stands before 
the country with a long record of 
settlements which have been satis- 
factory to every interest.”

THOMASSON WILL 
LEAVING ESTATE 


T0 SCHOOLS FILED} 


Made in 1926, But Missouri 
Supreme Court Has Held 
That He Was Insane Af- 
ter 1922. | 


A will, dated Sept. 8, 1926, in 
which Hugh W. Thomasson, wealthy 
owner of business property, be- 
queathed the bulk of his estate to 
the public schools of Missouri, was 
filed in Probate Court téday by Al- 
fred: Fairbank, vice-president of 
the Boatmen’s National Bank, 
which is named executor. 

Fairbank said tHe will was 
turned over to the bank last Sat- 
urday by Mrs. Randolph Laughlin. 
widow of Thomasson’s former at- 
torney, who said she had found it 
among her husband’s personal ef- 
fects. Testimony that such a will 
existed was introduced at the 90 
day hearing last year on Thomas- 
son’s sanity. 

Taylor R. Young, one of the at- 
torneys for a group of collateral 
heirs of Thomasson, said he doubt- 
ed that the will would be admitted 
to probate, inasmuch as the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court last week ac- 
cepted the finding of a Special 
Commissioner that Thomasson had 
been insane as far back as 1922. 

The will, aside from assigning 
certain personal effects to the St. 
Louis Art Museum and relatives 
and making $2000 bequests to St. 
Anthony’s, St. Luke’s and Lutheran 
hospitals, places the entire estate 
in a trust fund to be administered 
by the Boatmen’s Bank for 20 
years. 

Provision is made in the will for 
four cousins to receive $1000 a year 
each from the income, a relative 
by marriage $600 and a former Ne- 
gro servant of Thomasson $300 
The remainder of the income is to 
be paid to the State Treasurer for 
the public school fund, disposition 
to be made as the Legislature sees 
fit. At the end of 20 years, the 
entire trust fund is to be paid to 
the Treasurer for the public 
schools. 

Thomasson’s estate, consisting 

largely of two parcels of real es- 
tate at Broadway and Washington 
avenue and Euclid and McPherson 
avenues, has been valued at more 
than $600,000. If he is held to have 
died intestate, distribution will be 
to the group of 38 collateral heirs.

Louis ex-convict, and Randol Eu- 
gene Norvell, aviator and: former 
partner in the Mounds Club gam- 
bling house, are there for life terms. 
Mike Musiala, steelworker, is _be- 
ginning a 20-year term, and Christ 
Nicola Gitcho, Madison grocer, and 
Charles Chessen,’ husband of Lil- 
lian, are to serve five-year terms. 

The men, handcuffed, were taken 
from jail at Edwardsville after 
breakfast yesterday morning. Ches- 
sen was the only one who showed 
much emotion. Before he was led 
out of the jail he made his fare- 
well to Mrs. Chessen, to whom he 
has been married 25 years. 

Mrs. Chessen sobbed a little as 
he kissed her. Tears were in Ches- 
sen’s eyes and he sat moodily in 
the automobile as it drove away 
from the jail. Fitzgerald was char- 
acteristically jaunty, *Norvell pale 
and nervous. Musiala appeared 
dazed, while Gitcho bent forward 
and looked forward as though he 
did not want to be seen by any 
of his friends in the Tri-Cities, 
where he has been in business for 
more than 20 years.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 9— 


Suit to oust the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. from alleged illegal 
use of the rights of way of several 
State highways for its telephone 
lines, both . surface and _  under- 
ground, was filed in the Missouri 
Supreme Court by Attorney-Gen- 
eral McKittrick today. 

The ouster petition, in the nature 

of a quo warranto proceeding, 
charges the company has usurped 
corporate and franchise privileges 
not accorded it by law in building 
telephone lines or underground con- 
duits in the rights of way of these 
highways. 
/ While all such lines of the comé 
pany are covered in the suit, the 
action particularly is directed 
against an underground conduit 
constructed by the company be- 
tween St. Louis and Kansas City, 
along United States Highway No. 
40 and a similar conduit between 
Carthage and Joplin: along United 
States Highway No. 71. 

The underground conduit along 
No. 40 was campleted about two or 
three years ago at a cost of several 
million dollars, under a permit is- 
sued by the State Highway Com- 
mission. The permit was issued un- 
der a statute purporting to give the 
Highway Commission control over 
such: matters. 

McKittrick, in connection with 
the suit, said his department was 
taking the position that the Legis- 
lature had no power to grant such 
privileges to private corporations 
or to delegate to any State agency 
the right to grant such privileges. 
He said the Southwestern Bell com- 
pany was not making any payment 
to the State for the use of the high- 
way rights of way and that one 
purpose of the action was to com- 
pel such payments as an alterna- 
tive to ouster from their use. — 

The formal petition, which does 
not designate the highways in- 
volved, charges the company has 
“willfully usurped” the privilege of 
building its surface or underground 
lines within the highway rights of 
way, without any legal grant, char- 
ter or warrant, “to the great dam- 
age and prejudice of the State.” 
After the suit was filed the Su- 
preme Court granted 30 days in 
which the answer of the company 
may be filed.

February, 1927. Mosher said there 
were others which he would set out 
in a letter. 

Police have a circular distributed 
in June, 1926, by the Pinkerton 
Agency, which says Ritchey was 
then wanted for jewel robber- 
ies in Hartford, Conn.; Baltimore, 
Md., and Philadelphia. He served 
a prison term in New Jersey in 
1925 for a jewel robbery at Atlan- 
tic City. 

Warrant in Wisconsin. 

A later circular, distributed by 
the Madison, Wis., Police Depar*- 
ment, states that a warrant was 
issued for Ritchey there in Oc- 
tober, 1931, charging him with a 
$10,000 jewelry robbery. The Na- 
tional Bureau of Identification at 
Washington, D, C., sent out word 
last February that Ritchey was 
wanted in several cities. 

Chicago police want to question 
Ritchey about a $75,000 robbery 
there in 1927, and about the theft 
of a jewelry salesman’s truck. The 
holdup of an express truck in Kan- 
sas City and the theft of a jeweler’s 
sample case in New York are other 
crimes in which he is suspected. 

In Ritchey’s room, police report- 
ed, they found two revolvers and 
an autématic pistol, an assortment 
of skeleton keys, a pair of pliers, a 
roll of adhesive tape and another 
of wire, and more than 800 bogus 
baggage checks.

Chief Davis wrote that a Los 
Angeles man had prepared the 
bogus baggage checks for Ritchey, 
and had sent them to the Jeffer- 
son Hotel addressed to Frank 
Adam, the name under which 
Ritchey had registered: 

The Los Angeles man, Chief Da- 
vis said, had boasted of his asso- 
ciation with Ritchey and told a 
woman friend he was in line for 
“some easy money.” The informa- 
tion was that the trunk to be stolen 
Was one owned by a jewelry sales- 
man whom Ritchey had been fol- 
lowing for six months. 

Once before, police believe, Ritchey, 
attempted a theft in St. Louis. In 
September, 1928, a man was fright- 
ened away from the baggage room 
at Union Station after he had sub- 
stituted 4 fictitious baggage check 
for a genuine one on the trunk of 
a Chicago jewelry salesman.

Cut Off Loud Speakers as 
Burgomaster Addresses 50,- 
000 Socialists at Meeting. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Oct. 9.—Fifty thousand 
Socialists gathered in the Vienna 
stadium yesterday to hear speak- 
ers denounce the Dollfuss-Fey Gov- 
ernment. Burgomaster Karl Seitz 
was in the midst of a speech de 
scribing the Government as “ver- 
bal fireworks,” when the police cut 
out the loud speakers. 

Later Seitz was allowed to con- 
clude: “Why, heap up words? De- 
termination is more important than 
speeches.” 

The mass meeting, billed as a 
songfest for workers, was a mix- 
ture of music, and folk dancing and 
politics. 

In the final moments of the meet- 
ing, radicals scattered thotisands of 
handbills urging a general strike. 

“The last masks,” declared the 
circulars, “have fallen—the Fas- 
cists, Dollfuss and Fey, have seized 
power. Their latest decree shame- 
lessly proclaims concentration 
camps, imitating Fascism. But we 
<efuse to succumb without a fight 
like the German working class. 
We will fight!” : 

The semi-official Reichpost, com- 
menting on a trade union com- 
munique concerning “restoration of 
democracy” in Austria, said the 
Austrian Government was deter- 
mined to defend its independence 
not only against Hitler but against 
international Marxism. 

“Foreign Socialist trade unions,” 
said the newspaper, “cannot be 
permitted to interfere in the inner 
political affairs of Austria even 
when the Marxists of Austria in- 
vite them.” 

The Socialist party organ, Arbei- 
terzeitung, was confiscated for 
printing the communique.

WOMAN SUES TRUST COMPANY 
FOR $250,000 OVER ESTATE 


Mrs. Frances Gregan Charges Fail- 
ure to Co-operate in Settlement 
of Holdings of Her Father. 


A $250,000 damage suit was filed 
in Circuit Court today against the 
St. Louis Union Trust Co. by Miss 
Frances Gregan, who alleges the 
trust company failed to co-operate 
in the settlement of the $30,000 
estate of her father, Thomas Gre- 
gan, St. Louis County real estate 
operator.

If this is done, the report said, 
“there is reasonable ground to ex- 
pect that the taste of those who 
wish to drink will be diverted to the 
lighter and less harmful beverages.” 

Describing the sale of 3.2 per cent 
beer since last spring as a “remark- 
able experiment,” the report con- 
tinued: ; 

“The testimony is almost ufanim- 
ous that there has been no increase 
in drunkennéss, no disorder, no in- 
creased resort to illicit hard liquor: 

“The evidence, as we have found 
it, is all the other way.. Bootleg-' 
gers have lost part of their patron- 
age; in some places arrests for 
drunkenness have positively de 
clined. 


“The Part of Wisdom.” 


“The continued, unrestricted sale 
of beer having an alcoholic content 
of not more than 3.2 per cent is 
clearly the part of wisdom. . . . 
Wines—naturally fermented—not in 
excess of, say, 10 to 12 pcet., should 
be sold by the bottle for off-prem- 
ises consumption as freely as 3.2 per 
cent beer. 

But, as compared with 3.2 per cent 
beer, a greater measure of restric- 
tion should govern the sale of wine 
for on-premises consumption.” 

Three classes of permits for the 
sale of beer and wine were recom- 
mended: 

“A. Permits to séll 3.2 per cent 
beer and naturally fermented wines 
not in excess of 10 to 12 per cent 
by the bottle for off-premises con- 
sumption. 

“B. Permits to sell 3.2 per cent 
beer for on-premises consumption, 
with or without meals. 

“C. Permits for sale of 3.2 beer 
and natural wines at hotels, restau- 
rants or clubs for consumption on 
the premises with meals.” 

Those Against Compromise. 

* “To many people,” the report said, 
“this liberal policy in relation to the 
control of beers and wines may 
seem a betrayal of the cause of tem- 
perance. With them no compromise 
with liquor in any form is possible, 


in which alcoholic beverages are not 
consumed at all. 

“Today we are confronted with 
practica] realities. It is not a qués- 
tion of the kind of world we night 
prefer; it is a quéstion of what we 
can achieve in the kind of world 
we have. 

“In our opinion, there is but one 
major proposition to be faced in 
relation to alcohol: Granting that 
millions of our people will not drink 
at all, how can the cause of tém- 
perance best be served among those 
who choose to drink.” “ 

The study, sponsored by John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. and conducted by 
Raymond S. Fosdick and Albert L. 
Scott, added: 

“It is true that even the heaviest 
spirits my be consumed in such 
moderation as to avoid injurious 
consequences, and that it is possible 
to over-indulge in wine or beer. But 
the experience and common sense 
of mankind have always recognized 
the difference between the two—if 
legislators have not.” 


W. ©. T. U. Head Says Repeal Will 
Encourage Women to Drink.

JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 9.— 


Mrs. Elia A. Boole; world’s and na- 
tional president of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, told 
the State W. C. T. U. convention 
here last night that repeal of the 
prohibition law would bring an “ap- 
palling situation,” because under 
new conditions both men and wom- 
en would drink, whereas before 
prohibition “men were mostly the 
victims.” 

She said “the effects of alcoho! 


dren will be the sufferers. The 
liquor traffic cannot exist without 
customers and the customers of the 
next generation must be drawn 
from the youth of today.” 

Attacking the honesty of the re- 
peal vote in this State, she re 
ferred to the large number of blank 
and vold ballots reported from some 
counties, while in 28 counties, she 
said, there were neither blank nor 
void ballots. 

She asked: “Is there anyone 80 
simple-hearted as to believe that 
such a condition could exist with- 
out collusion between the wets and 
the politicians?” 

Mrs. Boole doubts any state can 
withstand the “tremendous pres- 


repeal of the § state prohibition 
laws.” 

Other sentences from her ad- 
dress: 

“Prohibition has not failed, but 
the Government has failed to en- 
force the letter and the spirit of 
the eighteenth amendment. 

“Prohibition has brought many 
benefits even with Jax enforce 
ment, .

houses are required to make re 
ports of certain transactions to the 
Secretaty of Agriculture. 

Bartlett Frazier Co., Paddileford 
& Lamy, F. 8. Lewis & Co., and 
James BH. Bennett. & Co., all Chi 
cago grain exchange firms, chal- 
lenged the validity of the grain fu- 
tures act, protesting particularly 

nst the provision authorizing 
the Secretary of Agriculture to re- 
guire them to report grain futures 
transactions. 

They contended such transac 
tions were confidential. Daily re 
ports required under the act ex- 
posed them, the firms insfsted, to 
constant danger that their genera! 
market position would become 
known to competitors. . 

In Fedéral District Court the 
firms asserted the act constituted 
ah unwarranted invasion of their 
rights of privacy, subjecting them 
to constant policing, with a con- 
stant threat of prosecution for 
some unknown and undefined of- 
fense. 

They protested that under the 
act they were powerless to prevent 
Government agents from rummag- 
ing through their private books 
and records, explaining should they 
réfuse to give them access to their 
books and records they were in 
danger of being excluded from 
trading privileges on contract mar- 
kets or of being suspénded from 
membership on the Chicago Board 
of. Trade. 

The Seventh Circuit Court of 
Appeals sustained the trial court 
and held the act valid and constt- 
tutional.

PROPOSED MISSISSIPPI BRIDGE 


Citizens’ League Thinks U. S&S. 
Should Build it; Doubts It Will 
be Self-Sustaining. 
The Citizens’ League of East St. 
Louis, formed two months ago to 
seek lower taxes, has announced 
its opposition to that city’s proposal 
to ask the Federal Government for 
$3,400,000 for a toll bridge over the 
Mississippi, with the western end 
in Franklin avenue. 
Dr. Charles Vonnahme, physician 
and principal organizer of the 
league, who says it has 1100 em- 
bers, declares the opposition is 
based on the opinion that the 
bridge will not be self-sustaining 
but a burden on East St. Louis tax- 
payers. He expressed fear that St. 
Louis would tax the western end 
heavily, in retaliation for taxation 
of the eastern end of the Municipal 
Bridge by St. Clair County. 
In Dr. Vonnahme’s opinion, the 
Government should build the bridge 
at its own expense and convert 
Cahokia Creek, near the bridge site, | 
into a closed sewer. East St. Louis 
has planned to ask for 30 per cent 
of the cost of labor and materials 
for the bridge as a grant and the 
balance of the cost as a loan. St. 
Louis officials have protested 
against the bridge scheme as inter- 
fering with toll revenue on Munici- 
pal Bridge and the plan to remove 
tolls from the Eads Bridge high- 
way deck. 


BYRD EXPEDITION TO TAKE 
TWO COWS TO ANTARCTIC 


Attempts to Lead Them iAboard 

Fail, So They Will Be Hoist- 

ed on Ship Today. 

BOSTON, Oct. 9.—Rear Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd’s supply ship, the 
Jacob Ruppert, awaited today only 
the loading of 500 tons of chain and 
two Guernsey cows before setting 
sail for the explorer’s second Ant- 
arctic expedition. 

The cows will supply fresh milk 
for the expedition. Efforts to get 
the animals aboard ship yesterday 
failed. The cows absolutely refused 
to walk aboard and after countless 
attempts to tempt the animals up 
a gangway, it was decided to leave 
them ashore for the night and hoist 
them on today. 

They will be taken to New Zea- 
land. It was planned, however, to 
first take them to the ice table in 
the Antarctic while the ship un- 
loads supplies, and scientists antici- 
pated some interesting data regard- 
ing the behavior of bovines in the 
sub-zero temperatures. 

Heavy ballast is . necessary to 
keep the ship’s propellors deep 
enough to duck the surface ice as 
she plows through the Antarctic 
packs. The Ruppert will stop at 
Bayonne, N. J., for fuel oi] and at 
Norfolk, Va., for coal. She will pro- 
ceed via the Panama Canal to 
Dunedin, New Zealand, ships’ base 
of the expedition.

ISSUE IN CINCINNAT 


Fate of City Managership May. 
Be Involved in Decision on 
Taking Over Utilities. 


By the Associated Presa. 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 9.—City man- 


agership, in the nation’s largest city 
operating under that plan, finds its 


existence threatened in November’s 
election here—its fate linked with 
that of a referendum proposing mu- 
nicipal ownership of gas and elec- 
tric plants. 

Cleveland, Ohio’s largest city, 
dropped city managership a year 
ago, to return to political Mayor- 
and-Council control. 

Not that city managership itself 
is under fire. It has beén in opera- 
tion here since 1926. There has been 
no public suggestion that it be abol- 
ished. Instead, the attack is on the 
non-partisan group that brought it 
into being and fostered it. ~~ 
The position of the non-partisans 
—known locally as charter men— 
may take on the referendum to 
have the city condemn, take over 
and operate gas and electric plants 
serving the community may have 
a bearing on the fight. 

The nine charter candidates for 
election to the City Council have 
declared themselves in favor of mu- 
nicipal ownership of the plants un- 
less a rate “considered equitable” is 
agreed to by the gas company. How- 
ever, a dispute over what would 
constitute a “fair rate” has been 
going on for five years. 

The charter group is quoting the 
statement of President Roosevelt, 
made in Seattle before his election, 
that he considered “the right of the 
people to own and operate thetr 
own utilities a birch rod, to be 
taken down and used only when the 
child gets to the point where mere 
scolding does no good.” 

The proponents of municipal own- 
ership point out that the city al- 
ready operates a waterworks at a 
profit, and has derived more than 
$57,000,000 in revenues from a rail- 
road that cost it $30,000,000 to build 
back in 1880. 

Opponents contend the city can- 
not afford to assume a burden of 
gpbout $60,000,000 in debts to take 
over the properties concerned, but 
those in favor of municipal owner- 
ship maintain the needed bond is- 
sue. would be self-supporting, would 
not be against the general tax pow- 
er of the city and so would not in- 
crease the city’s debt at all.

U. S. Representative at Geneva 
Challenged, However, on Use 
Made of American Loan. 
By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Oct. 10.—Major-Gener- 
al Blanton Winship, the American 
representative, today described as 
inaccurate, misleading and without 
foundation Liberian claims before a 
committee of the League of Nations 
that an American Finance Corpora- 
tion loan had been forced on the 
country and that the funds had 
been misspent by a financial ad- 
viser. 
(Liberia has defaulted on loans 
made to that country by the Fi- 
nance Corporation of America, a 
Firegtone affiliate.)

SUPREME COURT WON'T REVIEW 
SUIT OVER HOLDING PROFITS 


Dénies Action in Case in Which 
Government Obtained Penalty 
Tax on Such Accumulations.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9. — The 
right of corporations, under Fed- 
eral revenue acts, to permit profits 
to accumulate instead of distribut- 
ing them to stockholders will not 
be decided by the Supreme Court. 
The question, of great importance 
to industry and the Government, 
was raised in a case brought by 
the United Business Corporation of 
America, organized in Washington 
State. 
The Supreme Court denied the 
corporation’s appeal for a review 
of a decision in favor of the Gov- 
ernment in a tax case. The Federal 
court in New York sustained the 
Government’s contention that the 
section of the revenue act impos- 
ing a penalty tax on profits per- 
mitted to accumulate was valid.

ICKES URGES STATES 
‘TO SPEED ROAD WORK 


ells Gov. Park That 12,180,- 
000 Has Been Allotted to 
Missouri. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9. — Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes, Public 
Works Administrator, by telegraph 
yesterday urged Governors of every 


State to speed up their road pro- 
grams under the $400,000,000 Fed- 
eral highway program. 

The telegram to Gov. Park of 
Missouri follows: 

“Gov. Guy B. Park of the State 

of Missouri: There was allotted to 
your State June 23, 1933, $12,180,306 
for road construction. The Public 
Works Administration wishes this 
money to be active for recovery 
quickly and it is noticed that on 
Oct. 5 85 projects ef all classes esti- 
mated to cost $4,528,000 have been 
approvel for your State. I direct 
your attention to the increasing 
lapse of time between the approval 
of rocovery highway projects and 
the placing of these projects under 
action construction. 
“While nationally 2160 highway 
vrojects have been approved, con- 
tracts have been awarded in only 
1359 cases and actual construction 
is der way in 756 instances. On 
the basis of these figures it would 
be possible throughout the nation 
to have 1000 more highway projects 
under actual construction. Will you 
advise me what you can do to ex- 
pedite this important work so that 
men can be put to work as soon as 
possible? If there is anything I 
can do to assist, please advise me.” 
The telegram to Gov. Horner of 
Illinois said $17,570,000 had been al- 
loted for highways in that State but 
that only nine projects, estimated to 
cost $308,000, have been approved.

they went to one of the five daries 
involved and got it themselves. 
Forty union drivers, representing 
practically the entire delivery force 
of the dairies, notified employers 
at 1:30 a. m. Sunday that a strike 
had been called over wage matters, 
which had been in negotiation. 
Conferences were called with union 
leaders and at noon it was  an- 
nounced that a settlement had been 
reached and that drivers would 
make a belated start on routes. 
The settlement, it was stated, was 
on the basis*of $30 a week mini- 
mum for a six-day week.

PHILIPPINE SENATE REJECTS 
CONGRESS’ PLAN FOR FREEDOM 


House Expected to Concur in Ac- 
tion Tomorrow; Terms of 
Proposal Opposed.

MANILA, Oct. 9.—The Senate 
tonight rejected the terms of Phil- 
ippine independence proferred by 
Congress. These provide for insu- 
lar freedom in 10 years, restriction 
of sugar exports to the United 
States during the.interim, and re- 
tention of American military re- 
servations in the islands. Tonight's 
voice vote ratified previous Senate 
action. The House is expected to 
concur tomorrow. 

Both Manuel Quezon and Sergio 
Osmena, majority and minority 
leaders of the Senate, said, how- 
ever, that concurrent action on the 
present motion would not kill the 
Hawes-Cutting Independence Act, 
holding that it could be accepted 
up to Jan. 17. 

At the same time Quezon spon- 
sored a resolution providing for a 
new mission to Washington which 
he hopes will obtain administration 
assurance of enactment of amend- 
ments or of a new law in Congress 
before expiration of the time limit 
on the present act. Otherwise, the 
Filipino leader hopes an extension 
of time may be granted. 

Quezon told the Senate the object 
of the motion tonight was to show 
the Washington administration the 
Legislature was against the inde- 
pendence act in its present form.

Henderson, in an account of his 
negotiations, said that on some of 
the more important questions “The 
approach manifestly was influ- 
enced by the present unsettled 
state of Europe and ensuing dis- 
trusts, fears and alarms.” 

As ‘problems considered not so 
easy of adjustment he cited, first, 
the duration of the first stage of 
the convention; second, the size of 
tanks and artillery, third, reduction 
of land war material either by dis- 
cussion or otherwise; fourth the 
manufacture and trade in arms; 
fifth, military and naval aviation, 
and sixth penalties for violation 
of the convention. 

Indications ‘were that one rock 
on which the conversations or the 
conference may be wrecked is the 
question to what extent Germany’s 
neighbors will record in a treaty 
their intention to scrap heavy 
armaments. 

A German delegate said his Gov- 
ernment wanted the right to. pos- 
sess from the start types of de- 
fensive armaments which any 
treaty would not prohibit to signa- 
tories as a whole. 

This means, he says, that the 
Reich wants tanks, pursuit planes 
and artillery up to 155 millimeters, 
although the problem of submarines 
may be postponed until naval 
treaties are revised. 


“Germany w ill not ask for any 
heavier armaments at any time pro- 
vided other Powers pledged them- 
selves by a treaty eventually to de- 
stroy them, whether it be one year 
or eight years from now,” he added. 
Should the convention be silent 
on this point, the German spokes- 
man added, Germany would want 
the right to possess such arma- 
ments. 

Asked if Germany claimed the 
right to build fortresses along the 
eastern frontier, the spokesman re- 
plied: “We have not mentioned it 
officially. The Geneva treaty which 
we hope to elaborate will be a 
substitute for the military clauses 
of the treaty of Versailles. I -see 
no reason why Germany, however, 
cannot claim the right to fortify 
the Eastern frontier if it deems it 
necessary in the interests of de- 
fense.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Morris 
Hillquit, Socialist National Chair- 
man since 1929, died yesterday at 
his home after an illness of more 
than a year. He was 64 years old. 
Although never holding office, he 


had spoken and campaigned for the 
Socialist cause since 1888. 

Virtually his last fight—in May, 
1932—was an intra-party one in 
which he retained the National 
Chairmanship after a contest in 
the presidential convention at Mil- 
waukee, Wis. Mr. Hillquit, a mem- 
ber of the “Right Wing” or con- 
servative element of the party, be- 
came chairman in 1929 after the 
death of Victor Berger. In a 
struggle between his group and the 
“Left Wing” faction for control of 
the party’s Executive Committee, 
the racial question was _ injected 
and Mr. Hillquit was termed ‘by op- 
ponents a “New York Jew.” Mayor 
Daniel W. Hoan of Milwaukee was 
the opposing candidate. Then 
aided by votes from the other 
camp, he was re-elected. 

As National Chairman, he was 
one of the advisers in the presi- 
dential campaign of Norman Thom- 
as. 
Mr. Hillquit was on last Novem- 
ber’s ballot as Socialist nominee for 
Mayor of New York City. It was 
the second time he had sought the 
office, having run third in 1917, 
when John F. Hylan was elected. 

Opposed Labor Camps. 

He was one of the first among 
his party’s leaders to express So- 
cialist opposition to President 
Roosevelt’s proposals for labor 
camps. At the same time he sug- 
gested a “continental tongress for 
economic reconstruction.” 

Natidénal Socialist conventions 
frequently called on him as a key- 
note speaker. He was a staunch 
supporter of the late Eugene V. 
Debs, and when the late Senator 
Robert M. La Follette of Wisconnsin 
sought the presidency on a third 
party ticket in 1924, Mr. Hillquit 
was active in his behalf.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The pro- 


posed sugar quota agreement has 
been scrapped by the administra- 
tion, it is indicated in authorita- 
tive quarters following conferences 
between President Roosevelt and 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace. 

There was little or no prospect 
that the tentative pact, assigning 
quotas to the various producing in- 
terests, would be revived. 

The farm adjustment administra- 
tion, however, plans to put through 
marketing codes for the beet and 
domestic cane sugar. areas, Secre- 
tary Wallace said. Plans for lim- 
itation of production probably will 
be written.into these. The domes- 
tic codes would have no effect on 
territorial and Cuban producers. 

Wallace Opposes Pact. 

It became evident last week that 
Secretary Wallace opposed the’ su- 
gar marketing pact and that he 
would recommend rejection to the 
President. There was evidence also 
that it did not meet with White 
House and State Department ap- 
proval, although sugar interests un- 
til recently were confident that the 
President would put the pact into 
effect. 

Developments in Cuba have had 
much to do with the decision to 
put an end to the efforts to arrive 
at an agreement. The pact would 
have limited the amount of sugar 
entering domestic commercial 
channels for the year beginning 
last July 1, to 7,000,000 raw tons. 

Secretary Wallace in a statement 
said: 

“No action on the proposed su- 
gar marketing agreement is prac- 
ticable at this time because of 
changed conditions, such as uncer- 
tainties regarding Cuban produc- 
tion, and because of difficulties of

PRICE-FIXING IN THE ‘DRUG CODE. | 

Resale price maintenance, which has been repeated- 
ly rejected by Congress, will become an actuality if 
the retail drug code:is approved in its prevent form. 
The code provides, that no retailer ‘can sell a drug 
product at a reduction of more than 21 per cent from 
the price printed on the package by the manufacturer. 
If the maker sets a retail price of $1, retailers can 
cut the price to 79 cents. Butethey can cut it no 
further. This does not appear, on the surface, to set 
a uniform price. But the joker is not difficult to 
discover, The manufacturer who wishes his product 
sold at retail for $1 need only print on the container 
a price of $1.26. Then no retailer need charge more 
than $1, none can sell for less than $1 and the objec 
tive of a uniform resale price will have been attained. 
- The proponents of resale price maintenance argue 
that powerful retail organizations sell widely adver- 
tised, standard priced articles at a loss in order to 
attract trade. The loss leader creates the false im- 
pression that the firm which offers the low price un- 
dersells-its competitors by a similar margin on the 
other items in its stock. Actually, it does nothing 
of the sort. The logs incurred on the leader is made 
up in higher prices on non-standard goods. This prac- 
tice, it is contended, is an unfair method of com- 
petition which should be prevented by law. : 
There {s much truth in this argument. The loss- 
leader practice is an unfair practice. 
the good will which the manufacturer has built; up 
through advertising. It misleads consumers. It is 
ruinous to competitors. But it does not followsthat 
all sales at prices below that set by the manufacturer 
are made at a loss. A retailer who is more efficient 
than his competitors, who has a more rapid turnover 
and enjoys lower costs, may well be able to undersell 
them at a profit to himself. And it would hardly 
be wise to attempt, by law, to prevent him from doing 
so. This is the danger of legalizing resale price main- 
tenance. Outlaw unfair price-cutting and you also 
outlaw legitimate competition on a price basis. Until 
we are ready to fix both prices and profits, we can- 
As long as we continue to 
rely upon competition to protect the consumer, we 
cannot forbid competitors to compete. 
The one gainer from the price maintenance pro- 
vision of the drug code would be the small inde- 
pendent retail druggist. He might increase his sales 
because it would be impossible for consumers to buy 
the standard-price products from any other dealer 
more cheaply than from him. The manufacturer, on 
the other hand, would stand to lose as the increased 
retail price of his product cut down on his volume 
The cut-rate store, the chain and the de- 
partment. store would lose in so far as consumers 
transferred their purchases to the independent retail- 
ér.

Hitlerizing German Education 


Old universities, once famous for academic freedom, now are distribution centers for 
Nazi propaganda, American student finds; Prof. Martin Heidegger, new rector 
of the University of Freiburg, uses his philosophy course to eulogize the policies 
of Hitler; “defense sport” course is required of all students of German nationality. 


Mr. Ittner, a St. Louisan, who is a graduate 
of the University of Illinois and has studied at 
Yale, has returned from a year of study in Ger- 
man universities. He has recently become a 
member of the Germanic janguages faculty of 
the University of Illinois. 


INCE the assumption of power by Chan- 

cellor Hitler, even education in Ger- 

many has taken on entirely new aspects. 
The country which has always been famous 
for the great liberty allowed its teachers to 
spin out freely all kinds of theories now 
hears only conceptions favorable to the pres- 
ent Government. The German university is 
definitely recognized and supported, by all 
leaders and most especially by Minister 
for Propaganda Goebbels, as a continuously 


The presentation of propaganda for the 
Nazi regime is by no means limited to 
courses in history, or political science, or 
even economics, but is to be found to just 
as great an extent in lectures on literature 


small university of some 3000 students, may 
be taken as a typical case for a description 
of the change of atmosphere since the com- 
ing of Hitler domination as a result of the 
election of March 5.

Conversations with students from Munich 
and Leipzig showed that the same changes 
were taking place all over Germany. This 
is due to the present highly centralized or- 
ganization of the Government; all orders go 
out from Berlin.

Shortly before the opening of the summer 
semester, April 25, the new rector of the 
University of Freiburg Was appointed. He 
is Prof. Martin Heidegger, the chief active 
proponent of the most imiportant philosoph- 
ical movement in Germany today, phe- 
nomenology. Heidegger had formally joined 
the ranks of the National Socialist party 
some two weeks before. But the nature of

“The Fundamental Question of Philosophy” 
contained only strong eulogies of the Nazi 
movement, and of the new-Government, em- 
bellished with a few philosophic terms.

They have defeated Loyola of Los 
Angeles, Occidental, 
Washington State, the last named 
going down before the Trojans Sat- 
urday, 33 to 0. There are four pos- 
sible Pacific coast teams with po- 
tentialities sufficient to upset 
Southern California, namely, Cali- 
fornia U., Stanford, St. Mary’s and 
Washington, but in my opinion 
none of them possesses the neces- 
sary qualities to perform the feat. 
It must be remembered, however, 
that St. Mary’s, one of the greatest 
upset teams on the coast, is meet- 
ing the Trojans this season for the 
first time in several years, and that 
the last time these two elevens 
faced each other, the Galloping 
Gaels won, 14 to 13.

At the outset of the season and up 
until Saturday it was thought that 
Notre Dame would give the Trojans 
their strongest competition for the 
national crown. Notre Dame was 
expected to have sufficient strength 
to overcome the powerful coast 
team, but since the Irish were held 
to a scoreless tie by Kansas Univer- 
sity Saturday ,the national football 
setting has been shifted from South 
Bend. 

Regarding Michigan’s retaining 
its Big Ten crown, there is no ques- 
tion that the loss of Harry New- 
man, All-America quarterback 
brings the Wolverines down to the 
level of several other conference 
leaders. Purdue, with the heaviest 
backfield in collegiate football today, 
is my selection to win the Big Ten 
championship this year.

— Two 
persons booked as Adell Strunk, 20 


years old, and her brother, Allen, 18, 
were in Scott County jail here to- 
day on a felonious assault charge 
in connection with the shooting of 
John H. Lynch, 47, engineer on the 
Southern Railroad, near Isham, 
Tenn., yesterday. : 

William Wallin, fireman in the 
engine at the time of the shooting, 
said Lynch told him. before he 
lapsed into unconsciousness that he 
had seen a man and a woman drag- 
ging another man off the tracks 
near a road crossing. He slowed 
down the train, he said, and was 
watching the pair when a charge 
from a shotgun struck him in the 
face. As Lynch reeled from the 
seat, Wallin rushed to the other 
side of the cab and brought the 
train to a stop. Another charge 
was fired into the caboose as it 
passed, but no one was injured. 

Lynch was placed in the caboose 
and Wallin took the train into Dan- 
ville, whence the wounded engineer 
was transferred to a Cincinnati 
hospital. 

Officers here could assign no rea- 
son for the shooting and the\pair 
held refused to talk. Preliminary 
hearing yill be held here Thursday 
afternoon. 

In an operation at Cincinnati, 
lasting nearly two hours, 25 shots 
were removed from the face of 
Lynch, engineer. 

Physicians said they hoped to 
save the sight of his right eye, but 
were afraid he might lose. the 
sight of the left.

Cuba Rejected Terms. 

From the time more than four 
months ago when drafting a basic 
sugar agreement began it was evi- 
dent that conflicting interests and 
the wide areas involved made the 
task a difficult one. 

President Roosevelt took a hand 
by directing Dr. John Lee Coulter, 
of the Tariff Commission, to ap- 
proach the various groups with new 
proposals. 

Coulter did so, and representa- 
tives of all save Cuba finally ap- 
proved the basic pact which has 
been discarded. 

It would have given Cuba a ten- 
tative yearly quota of 2,000,000 raw 
tons; the Philippirfes 1,100,000 tons; 
domestic beet producers, 1,750,000; 
Hawaii, 975,000; Virgin Islands, 
15,000; Puerto Rico, 875,000; Louis- 
jana 250,000 and Florida 60,000. 

It apparently was Coulter’s un- 
derstanding that the quotas and 
other provisions were acceptable 
to the White House, and the State 
Department. 

Officials within the Farm Adjust- 
ment Administration were satisfied 
with the pact but Secretary Wal- 
lace withheld his signature pending 
a thorough study. His conclusion 
was adverse and the White House 
apparently accepted his view.

In addition to his political activi- 
ties, he aided the Socialist party 
by writings, lectures and teaching 
its principles, For many years he 
was a lecturer at the Rand School 
of Social Science in New York, gen- 
erally recognized as the training 
school of Socialist orators and 
leaders. He was author of “The 
History of Socialism in the United 
States,” “Socialism vs. Theory. and 
Practice,” “Socialism Summed Up,” 
“Socialism-Promise or Menace,” and 
“From Marx to Lenin.” 


He was a member of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, the Bar As- 
sociation of the State of New York

It grieves me to have to state 
that lack of consideration and 
rowdyism is something that cannot 
be legislated against very far.

As to apartment houses and the 
carousals; one can only hope, in 
leasing one, to be so careful of the 
neighborhood, the character of the 
landlord and the general status of 
other renters, that these things will 
not occur. There are some apart- 
ments which quickly empty the 
noise-maniacs into the street. The 
ones who think of pleasure only in 
terms of noise, belong together in 
apartments and _ neighborhoods 
which are given to that kind of 
thing. The landlord likes to invite 
these people out in the most diplo- 
matic way, and it behooves the oth- 
er renters not to create scenes and 
an unendurable atmosphere; only 
for this reason do many people put 
up with screaming radios and wo- 
men and boisterous men, for neigh- 
bors. And this, also, is the reason 
the ordinance against “disturbance 
of the peace” is not more often in- 
voked. I sometimes think the only 
way to find a satisfactory apart- 
ment where there are regulations, 
is to have all our belongings on 
wheels. Radios can be turned down 
so that they are not objectionable 
and the rules in some places desig- 
nate 11 o'clock as the very latest; 
in some a 10 o’clock rule obtains.

‘Introductions 


HE pronouncing of two names 
exactly alike is the most typical 
introduction known. It is suit- 


When you introduce an 
acquaintance to your family, you 
say, “Mrs. Brown,’my mother,” or 
“my sister, Kate”—you add after a 
pause exactly as though in paren- 
thesis (“Mrs. Holmes”) or (“Mrs. 
Blak”). If your mother’s or your 
sister’s name is the same as yours, 
this parenthical information is not 
necessary. 

Children who are very well 
brought up say “How do you do, 
sir,” but they call a lady by name: 
“How do you do, Mrs. Jones” (or 


| Miss Jones). « 


Formally a man introduces an- 
other man to his wife: “Mr. Brown, 
may I present you to my wife?” Or 
if a business acquaintance he would 
say, “Mr. Buyer, may I introduce 
you to Mrs. Jones?” Or, informally, 
to someone he knows well, “Jim, I 
want you to meet my wife.” Then 
he adds, as though in parenthesis, 
“Jim Buyer” or “Mr. Buyer.” In 
this single instance of the introduc- 
tion of a man to another man’s 
wife, the man’s name is said first 
because the husband cannot say to 
his wife, “Mrs. Jones, may I pre- 
sent Mr. Smith?” Nor can he say 
to the average person, “Katie, Mr. 
Brown.” But going back to Jim 
Buyer, let us suppose he is such an 
intimate friend of John Jones that 
Mrs. Jones cannot help knowing 
him thoroughly well by name. In 
this case he probably says, “Katie, 
this is Jim Buyer!” As I wrote a 
few weeks ago, the phrase, “This 
is,” when said with an enthusiastic 
inflection, can express a warmth 
and charm that other introductions 
lack. Much depends upon the tone 
of voice in which it is said. En- 
thusiastically “This ie Jim Buyer!” 
makes it plain that he is some one 
you hold in especial affection. But 
unless such emphasis is intended, it 
is better not used. (There will be 
more in tomorrow's column on in- 
troductions.) )
